Magsaysay Laid to Rest; 


MANILA (AP)—Ramon Mag- 
saysay, third President of the 
Philippine Republic, was laid 
to rest Friday as the democra- 
tic world mourned the loss of 
a great Asian leader. 


The charred and mangled re- 
mains of the 49-year-old Chief 
Executive killed last Sunday in 
a flaming plane crash on Cebu 
Island, was placed in a simple 
cenotaph at North Cemetery. 
They were tenderly laid in the 
tomb at 0436 GMT (1336 JST) 
afier the largest funeral services 
in the histcry of this country. 

For more than six hours a 
grieving nation paid its final 
tribute to a man who has won 
an everlasting niche in the 
hearts of his peopte.. He was 
extolled as a man who snatched 
his country out of the grasping 
hands of the Communists and 
then worked untiringly for the 
welfare of the Filipin> masses. 

More than one million persons 
jammed the four-mile route. 
They surged forward to almost 
completely surround the caisson, 
Men had to form a human chain 
around the casket in order that 
it could be moved forward, 
People fainted under the hot 
tropical sun. 

The rich and poor reached 
out to touch the casket. Peo- 
ple climbed over cars and over 
each other in an effort to reach 
the side of the President they 
loved so much. 

While the crowd swarmed 
along the funeral route, jet air- 

lanes of the Philippine Air 
orce and U.S. Air Force Navy 
and Marines flew overhead,

out the letters “R.M.” 

It took the funeral procession 
2 hours and 15 minutes to 
snake its way through =  un- 
precedented crowds. 

Roman Catholic Archbishop 
Rufino Santos of Manila gave 
the final blessing while a band 
played the national anthem and 
soldiers fired a 21-gun salute. 

Then the mournful sound of 
taps echoed across the cemetery 
while the jam-packed crowd 
stood at silent attention. 

Leaders of the Philippines 
and foreign diplomats gathered 
in the House of Representatives’ 
chambers in the Congressional 
Building to, deliver funeral ora- 
tions on the greatness of Mag- 
saysay. 

President Carlos P, Garcia, on 
whose shoulders the Presidency 
was thrust, said, “The masses 
of our people have been cut 
away from the fervent touch 
of their greatest champion. The 
Free World has been deprived 
of the physical presence of a 
steadfast leader in Southeast 
Asia for the cause of democracy 
and freedom...” 

Mrs. Magsaysay sobbed wun- 
controllably as the casket was 
placed in the cenotaph. She 
Was assisted by Manuel P. Ma- 
nahan, forme? Commissioner of 
Customs and close personal 
friend of the late President.

Garcia to Follow 
Magsaysay’s Path 


MANILA (Kyodo-UP)—Presi- 
dent Carlos P. Garcia said Fri- 
day he would carry on, for at 
least the next eight months, the 
program that the late President 
Ramon Magsaysay mapped out 
for the Philippines, 

At a press conference called 
four and a half hours after Mag- 
saysay was buried in Manila, 
President Garcia said he con- 
sidered it his “bounded duty” 
to carry out the political pro- 
gram of the late President, at 
least until the end of what had 
been Magsaysay’s first term in 
office, next November. 

“lt am conscious of my limi- 
tation,” Garcia told the pack- 
ed press conference. 

Garcia said he would give 
high priority to carrying out 
Magsaysay’s plan for land re- 
form in the Philippines and for 
rural development. 

“We will continue to stand 
side-by-side with our friends of 
the Free World in the search 
for peace,” he said, 

Garcia said the Philippines 
would continue to oppose the 
admission of Communist China 
to the United Nations. 

He also thought there were 
more disadvantages in dealing 
with Communist China, through 
trade, than advantages, and he 
did not favor trade with the 
Communist Chinese. 

He said he would announce 
no new programs, make no 
changes in the present Magsay- 
say-appointed Administration, 
nor make any changes in the 
representation of Philippine 
diplomats abroad, until Novem- 
ber.

Forty-one part-time sailors 
and yachtsmen who may he 
seen on any fair weekend skir- 
ming the waters of Tokyo Bay 
make up an organization unique 
in the entire Far East. 

Most of them are Security 
Forces personnel, with a few 
foreign traders, and they form 
the only United States Power 
Squadron outside the U.S., its 
possessions and territories. 

There are at present a total 
of 217 U.S. Power Squadrons 
with a combined membership of 
more than 30,000 located on the 
coasts, lakes and rivers through- 
out the U.S., but the Yokohama 
group is the first squadron ever 
officially chartered in a foreign 
country. 

The purposes of all USP 
Squadrons is to promote safety 
at sea, interest in boating, and 
skill in navigation and small 
boat handling. 

Not all members own séea- 


going craft but they are all in- 
terested in boating, and that’s 
the prime requirement for ad- 
mission to a squadron. 

Newly chartered, in Decem- 
ber, 1956, the Yokohama group 
has extended an invitation to 
join the squadron to any U.S. 
citizen in the Tokyo-Yokohama 
area who love boating or want 
to learn the art of seamanship. 

Successful completion of the 
12-week course in “Basic Pilot- 
ing” is a requisite to member- 
ship. Courses are held at the 
Yokohama Army Education 
Center and there is no charge 
for instruction. 

Those who join the USPS in 
Japan, and keep up their dues 
of $4 annually, are eligible to 
transfer their membership to 
the squadron closest their home 
when they return to the U.S.
